WORTHY OFFICIALS. 
_ The anxiety of the public for reliable 
and sufficient information concerning the 
Coliseum disaster, their natural tendency 
to look to their own officials therefor, and 
yet their consciousness that they cannot 
in confidence do eo, all enforce the lessons 
of “political” administration in a special 
manner. The circumstances of the ap- 
pointment of the list of building inspectors 
is euch as positively to forbid that faith 
which the public should have the ¢om- 
fort and the advantage of reposing in their 
designated servants. 
When the present civil service commie- 
sion held the examination for building 
inspectors, 131 persons competed. The 
sixteen* who were marked highest. and 
who received the appointments, however, 
were, with a single exception, the identical 
sixteen men who had just previously been 
appointed, on political grounds, as sixty- 
day men, not one of them being a hoh- 
over from previous service. The highest 
examination was credited to one of Al- 
derman Powers’ right hand men, who, in- 
stead of being an architect or builder, car- 
ries on a gravel-roofing business in West 
Taylor street. He was made chief in- 
spector, If the public knows these facts 
~—and it is no better off if it happens

Furthermore, it would seem within thé | 
intent if not the.letter df city inspection 
that it shonid itself safety in the 
process as well as in the result of such 
construction, and that such a preventable 
accident as the one in point constituted a 
challenge to the idea of adequate public 
inspection. Surely such oversight is quite 
as much required to forestall injury to life 
and limb through unsafe modes of erection 
as through completed structures that are 
uneafe.
